Coahuila, Mexico, May 18.—All along 


the rebel advance line to the east oiid 
to the west of this little box car sta- 
tion the rebel riflemen are tuning up 
for the big battle of Saltillo, which is 
expected to open momentarily. The 
rebel base has been • established here. 
only sine miles from the coveted town. 
• Since Thursday night the rebel artil- 
lery and cavalry have been detraining 
at Paredon, thirty miles north of Saltil- 
lo. The entire rebel army, numbering 
20,000 men, was concentrated in Hipo- 
llte and was ordered south by train to 
Paredon, where the general detrain- 
ing occurred, and a scouting force of 
2,000 men swept the surrounding coun- 


' try to force all lurking federal out- 


posts into the town. 


The result of the scouting was the 


finding of 900 badly disorganized fed- 
erals at Reata station on a forced 
v march toward Saltillo. They are be- 


lieved to have been the remnants of 


" the Monclova garrison which evacuat- 
- «d before the advance of General Mur- 


gia. 
The Constitutionalist cavalry 


came upon the federals unawares, and 
the entire force was routed almost 
without a fight, for they immediately 
started toward Saltillo. They were cut 
to pieces as they ran. 


After the advance base was estab- 


lished at Ramos Arlspe, almost within 
camion range of Saltlllo, a few skir- 
mishes occurred along the rebel ad- 
, vance line, but nothing of a serious 


nature. The federals seem to be pur- 
suing their Torreon tactics of failing 
to oppose the rebel advance, depending 
upon their resistance within the town 
to win for them. When a party of 
federal scouts ia located by the officers 
and a cavalry scouting party sent after 
them they retreat to the south and dis- 
appear In the foothills which surround 
Saltillo on the Lortb and west.

Coahuila, Mexico, May 18.—All along 


the rebel advance line to the east oiid 
to the west of this little box car sta- 
tion the rebel riflemen are tuning up 
for the big battle of Saltillo, which is 
expected to open momentarily. The 
rebel base has been • established here. 
only sine miles from the coveted town. 
• Since Thursday night the rebel artil- 
lery and cavalry have been detraining 
at Paredon, thirty miles north of Saltil- 
lo. The entire rebel army, numbering 
20,000 men, was concentrated in Hipo- 
llte and was ordered south by train to 
Paredon, where the general detrain- 
ing occurred, and a scouting force of 
2,000 men swept the surrounding coun- 


' try to force all lurking federal out- 


posts into the town. 


The result of the scouting was the 


finding of 900 badly disorganized fed- 
erals at Reata station on a forced 
v march toward Saltillo. They are be- 


lieved to have been the remnants of 


" the Monclova garrison which evacuat- 
- «d before the advance of General Mur- 


gia. 
The Constitutionalist cavalry 


came upon the federals unawares, and 
the entire force was routed almost 
without a fight, for they immediately 
started toward Saltillo. They were cut 
to pieces as they ran. 


After the advance base was estab- 


lished at Ramos Arlspe, almost within 
camion range of Saltlllo, a few skir- 
mishes occurred along the rebel ad- 
, vance line, but nothing of a serious 


nature. The federals seem to be pur- 
suing their Torreon tactics of failing 
to oppose the rebel advance, depending 
upon their resistance within the town 
to win for them. When a party of 
federal scouts ia located by the officers 
and a cavalry scouting party sent after 
them they retreat to the south and dis- 
appear In the foothills which surround 
Saltillo on the Lortb and west.
